Claims 3, 18-21 , and 43-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 2002/0155961 (US application serial no. 10/044,373, now allowed). 
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US 2002/0155961 set out a dexpanthenol composition for contact lens care 
(Abstract; page 1, [0002]; claim 1). Excipients such as antimicrobials, buffers and 
surfactants are listed at [0006] - [00014]. All types of contact lenses are contemplated 
for cleaning and disinfecting by this composition [0023] - [0025]. The instant claims are 
anticipated by US 2002/0155961 .
